With regard to t»>e accounting you provide of the referrals oopieB of whioh have 
not yet been provided to me, it appears that as beat We. "arrett can make your Juts 
incomplete accounting out tliere are a t leaat 6UD referrala of reoorda you have not 
provided to me. Of ttieae 479 are referrala to tlie CIA and 132 are referrala to the 
State Department. Both agencies are long overdue in oomplyiug with requoeta I have 


Bade of them. 

I can only imagine what the situation would be if the FBI had not boaated so 
loudly that it was dlacloaing all and if it rare not providing theae record* under 
•a court order. 

. It alec appears that after reoorda were returned to the IPdl by other agenda* 
the FhL decided on total withholding. 1'hia mnlcoa th« initial referral a total waste 
of time. With regard to auoh reoorda Ma. fiarrett haa pointed out to me that you 
have withheld entire rucorda under claim to (b)(7)(cj and (D) without any atteatation 
that nothing is reasonably oegregablo. 


And there are unexplained entriea. 


Will you now pleuae reapond to my request and indicate when I may expect^ ‘tjhepe 


678 or more records?
